WASHINGTON <AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon told Congress today 
the current 90-day wage-price 
freeze will not be extended. But 
he said it will be followed by 
some other 'system of wage 
and price stabilization" to be 
worked out after 
consultation 


with leaders of Congress, busi- 
ness, labor and agriculture. 


In an address prepared for 


an unusual joint session of Con- 
gress—and broadcast live via 
television 
and 
radio—Nixon 


said he would be meeting with- 
in the next few days with a 
cross section of leadership from 
in and out of government. 


The 
chief 
executive, whose 


first such session will be held 
Friday with AFL-CIO President 
George Meany and other union 
representatives, said those he 


has inviled to confer will) him 
already have agreed to do so. 


Nixon gave no hint as to the 


type of stabilization program 
he will favor once Ihe current 
freeze expires Nov. 13. How- 
ever, he did say:

Executive privilege, the Pres- 


ident's asserted rig-In to witliold 
information from Congress, 
is 


firmly established in precedent if 
not law. George Washington was 
the first 
Chief 
Executive to 


invoke the privilege, in 1706, ami 
at least 17 of his .successors have 
(lone so. President Nixon is the 
latest. 


Nixon's hand was forced when 


the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 


Committee voted, July 29, to 
suspend all foreign military aid 
unless the Defense Department 
turned over its five-year plan for 
the 
program. 
The committee 


acted 
under authority of 
the 


foreign Assistance Act of 1961, 
which provides that any Congres- 
sional panel dealing with foreign 
aid can demand from the execu- 
tive branch any pertinent "docu- 
ment, p a p e r , communication, 
audit, review, 
finding, 
recom- 


mendation, report or other ma- 
terial." 


Unless the 
executive agency 


provides the requested materials 
within 35 days, the act further 
specifies, funds for the portion of 
the program 
at 
issue 
would 


automatically be stopped. How- 
ever, the provision to cut off 
funds would not take effect if the 
President certified that he had 
forbidden the agency to comply 
with the request and gave 
his 


reasons for doing so. According- 
ly, Nixon entered 
a claim of 


executive privilege on August 31, 
hours before the 35-day cutoff 
deadline. 


In explaining his action, the 


President said "it would not be in 
the public interest" to provide 
the committee with the material 
it sought. Other Presidents have 
offered the 
same 
justification. 


Grover Cleveland, for example, 
asserted in 1886 that "the public 
interest would not be promoted" 
by furnishing the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee with information 
on dismissal of Republican office- 
holders.

in 1948, when 


President Truman issued a direc-
